Charleston,  Thursday,  February  13th,  1845. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  last  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South- Carolina,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  in  St.  Michael's  Church  at  10  o'clock  A.  M..  Morning 
Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott.  The  Ante-Communion 
Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  Hanckel,  D.  D.  A  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Arthur  Wigfall.  During  the  reading  of  the  Offer- 
tory, the  alms  were  collected  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Trapier,  and  the  Rev. 
J.  R.  Fell,  Deacon.  The  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  bread  by  the  rtev.  Dr.  Hanckel,  and  in 
the  distribution  of  the  Cup  by  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  jr.  and  the  Rev.

After  Divine  Service,  the  Convention  having  been  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop,  the  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention, 
and  a  quorum  of  both  orders  was  found  present.

The  Rules  of  Order  were  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  in  order 
to  allow  the  Rev.  Mr.  Converse  to  introduce  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried. 

Resolved,  That  the  fifth  section  of  the  third  Rule  of  Order  be  altered, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "  and  the  Committee  on  the  General  Theological

Friday,  February  \Uh,  1845. 

The  Convention  met  for  Divine  Service  at  10  o'clock.  Morning 
Prayer  and  the  Litany  weie  rearl  by  the  Rev.  C.  Wallace.  A  child  was 
baptized  by  the  Rev.  P.  Trapier,  Rector  of  the  Church.  A  Sermon  was 
delivered  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott.  After  Divine  Service,  the  Con- 
vention was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  a  quorum  of  both  orders 
was  found  present. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Obear,  Webb,  Babbitt,  Mellichamp,  and  L. 
Clement  Johnson,  Deacon,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

Messrs.  Christopher  P.  Gadsden,  William  B.  W.  Howe,  and  James 
B.  Laval,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  were  admitted  to  the  sittings  of 
the  Convention. 

The  following  Delegates,  whose  certificates  were  accepted  yesterday, 
appeared  and  took  their  seats.

Of  the  above,  Mr.  Huger  and  Dr.  Young  appeared  and  took  their 
seats. 

The  Churches  were  called  upon  for  their  contributions  towards  the 
expenses  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee,  on  unfinished  business,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  beg  leave  respectfully  to  Re- 
port, that  on  consulting  the  Journals  of  the  last  Convention,  they  find 
that  "  the  report  and  plan  of  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Board"  were,  by 
resolution,  laid  on  the  table.  (See  page  16.)  That  a  resolution  of  the 
Rev.  Mr,  Converse,  in  relation  to  the  amendment  of  the  3d  section  of  the 
3d  article  of  the  Constitution,  was  laid  on  the  table.  (See  p.  23.)  That  a 
resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Young,  in  relation  also  to  an  amendment  of 
the  same  section  of  the  same  article,  was  disposed  of  in  the  same  man- 
ner. (See  p.  27,)  as  were,  likewise,  certain  resolutions  introduced  by 
Mr.  McCrady,  and  to  be  found  on  pages  38  and  39  of  the  Journals. 

The  Committee  would  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Convention  a 
resolution  in  regard  to  rumors  unfavorable  to  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  (p.  21,)  and  certain  resolutions  offered  by  Dr.  Waring,  (p.  27,) 
which  were  referred  to  Special  Committees. 

Peter  J.  Shand,  Chairman. 

The  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  School  repotted  as  follows  : 
To  the  Diocesan  Convention,  of  South-  Carolina  : — 

The  Convention  School  Committee,  in  tendering  to  you  an  account  of 
the  third  year  of  their  Stewardship,  are  rejoiced  that  they  can  speak 
more  encouragingly  than  when  they  last  came  before  you.  The  cause 
committed  to  us,  though  in  the  interval  it  has  gone  through  sundry  vicis- 
situdes, is  believed  to  be  steadily  advancing  to  its  rightful  place  in  the 
approval  and  confidence  of  the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  children  of 
our  Church. 

At  the  Quarterly  Meeting  in  July  last,  the  Committee,  deeming  the 
original  plan  of  connecting  a  Boarding  establishment  with  the  Day-school, 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  latter,  and  having  secured  for  this  purpose 
the  use  of  a  spacious  house  and  lot,  informed  the  Principal  of  their  views 
on  this  subject.  But  he  replied  to  them  that,  however  entire  his  agree- 
ment in  those  views,  and  sincere  his  desire  to  aid  in  carrying  out  their 
wishes,  his  health  had  become  so  infirm  as  to  constrain  him  to  decline  a 
re  election.  At  the  close  of  the  year  he  therefore  resigned  the  charge 
of  the  School,  canying  with  him  the  Committee's  grateful  sense  of  his 
faithfulness  to  his  trust,  their  high  opinion  of  his  ability,  and  their  best 
wishes  for  his  health  and  welfare. 

Happily,  his  place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  P. 
Teller  Babbitt,  Presbyter,  of  whose  fitness  for  the  office  of  Principal,  the 
Committee  have  had  abundant  evidence,  not  only  from  the  testimony  of 
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others,  but  from  tkeir  own  interviews  with  him,  and  by  the  yet  safer  test 
of  their  experience  of  his  worth,  since  he  has  been  among  us. 

Under  his  direction,  the  School  has  thus  far  prospered  more  than 
ever.  At  the  close  of  the  first  week  of  the  present  year,  it  numbered 
25  pupils  :  it  now  contains  33,  varying  in  their  ages  fiom  7  to  17  years, 
most  of  them  being  nearer  the  former  than  the  lattei  age.  Their  studies, 
of  course,  are  various,  commencing  with  the  first  lessons  after  learning 
to  read,  and  11  of  them  being  in  the  classics,  and  5  of  these  in  Greek. 
The  teacher  appears  to  feel  the  importance  of  grounding  his  pupils 
thoroughly  in  the  rudiments  of  their  respective  branches  of  instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  School  with  devotional 
exercises,  there  is  direct  religious  instruction  on  the  Collects  and  Gos- 
pels, the  Catechisms  and  other  parts  of  our  Prayer-Book,  every  day,  for 
such  a  portion  of  their  time  as  can  be  so  employed  without  injury  to 
their  ordinary  lessons — and,  on  Friday,  the  Bishop  generally  is  present, 
and  directs  or  assists  in  this  duty.  But  a  Clergyman  being  now  in 
charge,  the  weekly  attendance  of  others  of  the  Clergy  is  deemed  super- 
fluous. Occasional  visits  are  and  will  be  made  to  the  School  by  the 
members  of  the  Committee, — who  will,  as  in  duty  bound,  be  present  at 
the  semi-annual  examinations,  as  heretofore.  These,  during  the  last 
year,  afforded  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  diligence,  orderly  conduct  and 
proficiency  of  the  pupils. 

The  efforts  of  the  Committee  toward  carrying  out  the  instructions  of 
the  Convention  respecting  a  Female  School,  have  not  been  relaxed, — 
but  are  hitherto  unsuccessful ;  the  Committee  not  being  able  to  meet 
with  any  suitable  person  willing  to  undertake  the  peculiarly  responsible 
office  of  its  Principal.  They  have,  however,  kept  this  object  steadily  in 
view,  for  reasons  which  have  been  stated  repeatedly  in  these  Reports, 
and  which  are  entertained  with  ever-increasing  confidence.  They  ac- 
cordingly render  their  request  of  fervent  prayers,  now  and  always,  in 
this  behalf,  from  all  the  pious  of  our  Communion.  The  best  part  of  our 
joint  labors,  they  desire  again  to  say,  will,  in  their  opinion,  remain  unac- 
complished until  a  School  shall  be  in  full  operation,  at  which  the  "daugh- 
ters of  the  Lord  Almighty"  may  have  the  highest  advantages  for  being, 
not  merely  imbued  deeply  with  "  the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,"  as  well  as  with  the  rudiments  of  secular  knowledge,  but  where 
they  can  "  go  on  unto  perfection"  in  all  the  intellectual  and  moral  excel- 
lencies, and  even  in  the  graceful  adornings  of  the  Christian  female. 

Mr.  Jacob  K.  Sass  has  been  elected  on  this  Committee  in  place  of  Mr. 
James  H.  Ladson,  who,  from  the  pressure  of  other  engagements,  has 
withdrawn,  much  to  the  regret,  and  seriously  to  the  loss  of  those  who 
bad  learned  to  value  highly  his  energetic  co-operation. 
In  behalf  of  the  Committee.

Dr.  Waring,  from  the  Committee  appointed  last  year,  (See  p.  27  of 
the  Journal  of  1844,)  reported,  that  they  declined  any  further  action  in 
the  case. 

The  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  reported  as  fbl* 
lows : — ■ 
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To  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  South- Carolina  : — 

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  in 
fulfilment  of  the  duty  assigned  by  the  last  Convention  to  them  in  con- 
junction with  others  from  this  Diocese,  respectfully  Report,  that  one  of 
them,  being  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  New- York, 
on  the  26th  day  of  June  last,  did,  then  and  there,  unite  with  another  of 
the  Trustees  from  this  Diocese  in  laying  before  the  Board  the  resolu- 
tions of  this  Convention,  requesting  investigation  into  the  grounds  of 
rumors  unfavorable  to  the  Institution  :    Whereupon  it  was 

"  Resolved,  That  the  said  resolutions  be  referred  to  a  Committee  to 
"  consist  of  seven  members,  to  report  thereon  in  the  fullest  manner." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishops  of  Western  New- York  and  Massachusetts, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Mead,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Barnwell  and  Trapier,  and  Messrs. 
E.  A.  Newton  and  T.  L.  Ogden  were  appointed  as  the  Committee  under 
this  resolution.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Converse  not  being  at  that  time  a  Trus- 
tee, but  having  been  subsequently  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  repre- 
sentation from  this  Diocese,  was  added  to  this  Committee,  as  was  also 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  who  however  declined  to  serve. 

Repeated  meetings  were  held,  but  "  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty 
of  reducing  the  subject  matter  committed  to  them  to  form,  the  interrup- 
tions arising  from  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  and  the 
public  examinations  of  the  students,  and  their  wish  to  give  the  matter  a 
full  investigation,"  the  Committee  were  unable,  during  that  session,  to 
do  more  than  report  progress  and  obtain  leave  to  be  continued  till  the 
Triennial  Meeting  in  September  last. 

Accordingly,  on  the  week  before  the  said  meeting,  the  first  two  of  the 
undersigned  were  in  New- York;  and  after  frequent  meetings,  and  due 
consideration  in  Committee,  and  correspondence  with  the  Professors, 
the  conclusion  was  that,  inasmuch  as  the  Committee  were  unable  to 
make  further  progress  in  the  investigation  entrusted  to  them,  they  would 
submit  to  the  Board  the  Minutes  of  their  Proceedings,  together  with  the 
Communications  of  the  Professors,  and  report  as  the  result  of  their  en- 
deavors, that  under  existing  circumstances  the  most  expedient  mode  of 
investigating  any  rumors  adverse  to  the  Seminary,  was  to  refer  the  sub- 
ject to  the  Bishops  as  visitors  of  the  Institution, — and  the  Committee 
asked  to  be  discharged. 

This  was  consequently  the  course  pursued.  An  Episcopal  Visitation 
of  the  Seminary  took  place.  Questions,  many  and  minute,  were  pro- 
pounded to  the  Professors,  and  answered  in  like  manner.  These  all, 
with  sundry  resolutions  or  recommendations  resulting  therefrom,  have 
been  published  by  the  Bishops.  So  have  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceed- 
ings at  the  last  Annual  and  Triennial  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  whole  matter,  the  undersigned  are  therefore  of  opinion,  is  before 
the  Church,  and  within  reach  of  any  of  the  members  of  this  Convention,

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who  may  seek  information  from  the  documents  referred  to,  respecting 
the  rumors  into  which  the  undersigned  were  requested  to  inquire. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted

It  was  moved  that  the  Report  be  accepted  and  the  plan  adopted. — 
Pending  the  discussion  of  this  motion,  it  was  moved  by  the  Hon.  Robert 
W.  Barnwell,  to  lay  the  whole  subject  on  the  table.  It  was  then  moved 
to  adjourn,  but  the  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Barnwell's  motion  was  then 
carried,  and  the  matter  laid  on  the  table. 

After  Prayers,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  adjourned  to  10  o'clock, 
A.  M.  to-morrow. 


Saturday,  February  15th,  1845. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Fowles,  and  a  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev. 
A.  Fowler. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order,  and  a  quorum  found  present. 

The  names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called  ;  whereupon 
Mr.  Egleston,  from  St.  Paul's,  Radclijfeboro',  Mr.  Keith,  from  St. 
James's,  Goose  Creek  ;  and  Mr.  Porcher,  from  Pineville,  appeared  and 
took  their  seats. 

The  Churches  were  called  upon  for  their  contributions  to  the  expen- 
ses of  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported  as  follows: — 

The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  respectfully  to  Report,  that 
they  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Convention, 
and  the  Bishop's  Convention  fund  respectively,  and  found  them  correct. 

In  theformei,  they  find  a  balance  in  hand  of  $21  82,  twenty-one  dol- 
lars, 82-100,  not  enough  to  pay  the  amount  due  for  printing,  but  it  is 
observed  that  several  of  the  Parishes  are  still  in  arrear. 

There  is  a  balance  of  eighteen  dollars,  70-100,  in  favor  of  the  Bishop's 
Convention  fund,  but  the  interest  is  due  on  one  of  the  bonds,  and  some 
of  the  notes  belonging  to  the  fund,  and  on  several  for  two  entire  years.

The  Committee  on  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,  report- 
ed as  follows: — 

"  The  Trustees  of  the  fund  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen"  Report — 
That  on  the  21st  June,  they  had  a  meeting,  and  voted  for  the  relief  of  a 
very  aged  Clergyman,  who  is  without  a  Cure,  a  sum,  as  will  appear  in 
the  Treasurer's  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  hereto  subjoined. 

The  Trustees  are  the  Bishop  ex  officio,  and  three  Lay  gentlemen, — 
Messrs.  N.  R.  Middleton,  G.  W.  Egleston,  and  J.  R.  Pringle. 
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The  same  Committee  were  re-appointed. 
On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  fund  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergy- 
men be  requested  to  remind  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  every  year,  some 
weeks  before  the  day  of  annual  Thanksgiving,  of  the  collection  recom- 
mended for  that  day  by  resolutions  of  this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Young  moved  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be,  and  is  here- 
by respectfully  requested  by  this  Convention,  to  admit  from  time  to  time, 
as  circumstances  may  seem  to  render  it  desirable,  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Deacons,  such  persons  and  under  such  restrictions  as  are  contemplated 
by  the  sixth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1S44. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Memminger,  it  was  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Laurens, 

Resolved,  To  recommend  to  the  next  Convention  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  the  Constitution,  viz  : 

Art.  III.  Sec.  4.  No  Deacon  ordained  under  the  provisions  of  the 
sixth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1844,  shall  in  any  case  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat,  or  vote  in  this  Convention,  any  thing  in  the  second  and 
third  sections  of  this  Article  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved,  That  Sections  4,  5  and  6,  be  numbered  5,  6  and  7. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier, 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wallace,  amounting  to 
$11,  (eleven  dollars,)  in  procuring  the  resignation  from  the  Ministry  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Dickinson,  late  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  be  defrayed 
from  the  Treasury  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary, 

Resolved,  That  800  copies  of  the  Journal,  Parochial  and  other  Reports, 
Constitution,  Canons,  Rules  of  Order  and  Standing  Resolutions,  be 
printed. 

Mr.  McCrady  called  up  the  resolutions  offered  by  him  last  year,  (see 
page  38,  Journal  of  1844,)  and  laid  on  the  table.  Whereupon  it  was 
moved  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Converse,  that  they  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
The  vote  was  called  for  by  orders.  It  was  moved  by  the  Hon.  Robert 
W.  Barnwell,  to  lay  them  on  the  table 

The  President  decided  that  the  motion  was  not  in  order,  the  voting  on 
indefinite  postponement  having  already  commenced.  An  appeal  being 
taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  was  not  sustained.  The  vote  re- 
curring on  the  indefinite  postponement,  it  resulted  as  follows  : — 

Of  the  Clergy,  Ayes  twenty-one,  (21);  Noes  twelve,  (12.)  Of  the 
Laity,  Ayes  fourteen,  (14)  ;  Noes  eight,  (8.) 

So  the  indefinite  postponement  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  both  or- 
ders. 

The  Parochial  and  other  Reports  were  presented  and  laid  on  the 
table. 
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The  Bislmp  then  proceeded  to  read  his  Address,  as  follows:— 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : — 

Canon  the  VII Ith  of  1841,  of  our  General  Convention,  the  original 
of  which  was  Canon  XI  of  1804,  entitled  M  of  the  mode  of  securing  an 
"  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  from  lim«  to  time,"  enacts,  in 
section  2,  that  "at  every  Annual  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  deliver 
'•'an  Address,  stating  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of 
''the  Convention,"  under  seven  particulars. 

First.  "  The  names  of  the  Churches  he  has  visited"  are  St.  Michael's, 
Charleston,  four  times;  Christ  Church,  Wilton;  St.  Bartholomews, 
Ashepoo;  Prince  Williams,  Sheldon  ;  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville  ;  St. 
Luke's,  May  River;  St.  John's,  Winnsboro,'  twice  ;  Immanuel,  Ches- 
ter, twice  ;  St.  Helena's,  on  the  Island  ;  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort ;  Church 
at  Rockville ;  Edingsville  Chapel,  Edisto  Island ;  Ttinity,  Abbe- 
ville ;  St.  Stephen's,  Pineville  ;  St.  Thaddeus,  Aiken,  twice  ;  St.  John's, 
Hampstead ;  Clarkson  Chapel,  Wateree ;  Claremont  Church,  State- 
burgh;  St.  Stephen's,  Charleston,  twice ;  Christ  Church  Parish,  at  St. 
Andrew's  Chapel;  St.  Peter's,  Charleston;  St*  Paul's,  Summerville  ; 
Trinity,  Columbia;  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  near  the  Rocks  in  St. 
John's,  Berkley.  Thirteen  of  these  visits  were  Canonical,  and  eighteen 
informal.* 

Second.  "  The  number  of  persons  Confirmed"  was,  viz  :  Of  St  John's, 
Berkley,  11;  Christ  Church,  Wilton,  8;  St.  Bartholomew's,  3;  Prince 
William's,  3;  St.  Luke's,  2;  Grahamville,  5  ;  Wateree,  14;  St.  John's, 
Hampstead,  2;  Chester,  19;  St.  Helena's  Island,  2  ;  Beaufort,  20 ; 
Rockville,  4  ;  Edingsville,  27;  Aiken,  3;  St.  Stephen's,  Charleston,  1  ; 
St.  Thomas',  Whitemarsh,  Pennsylvania,  9  ;  Abbeville,  4  ;  Columbia, 
8  ;  St.  Michael's,  6  ;  St.  Peter's.  10  ;  St.  Paul's,  4  ;  St.  Philip's,  4.  In 
the  Diocese,  160;  out  of  it,  9— Total,  169. 

Third.  "  The  names  of  those  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders"  are 
R.  S.  Seely,  J.  B.  Laval,  C.  P.  Gadsden, G.  L.  Piatt,  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  and 
J.  B.  Seabrook.  The  whole  number  of  candidates  at  present  is  thirteen, 
viz:  the  fi/e  last  named,  (Mr.  Seely  having  been  ordained)  and  eight 
named  in  former  addresses,  viz  • — Messrs.  I.  G.  Drayton,  L.  F.  Klep- 
stein,  W.  O.  Prentiss,  T.  Fuller,  Jun. :  W.  H.  Hanckel,  J.  M.  Pringle, 
E.  H.  Downing,  and  A.  Gregg.  John  S.  Richardson,  Jun.,  is  no  longer  a 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  he  having  requested  me  to  remove  his  name 
from  the  list  of  candidates,  in  consequence  of  ill  health  incapacitating 
him  to  study,  and  Charles  C.  Adams  has,  at  his  request,  been  dismissed 
to  the  diocese  of  Florida.  W.  H.  Hanckel  is  at  our  "  Theological  Semi- 
nary," and  the  others  are  pursuing  their  studies  under  the  "  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority,"  as  prescribed  by  Canon  X  of  1832. 

Fourth.  "  The  names  of  those  ordained"  are,  as  Presbyters,  Rev. 
William  Dehon  and  Robert  D.  Shindler ;  as  Deacons,  Lawrence  Clem- 
ent Johnson,  John  R.  Fell,  Nathaniel  Hyatt,  and  Richard  S.  Seely,  the 
last  named  under  the  Canon  VII  of  1838,  he  having  been  a  Minister  in 
the  Methodist  connection. 

Fifth.  The  name  of  the  Minister  displaced  is  Rodolphus  Dickenson, 
late  a  Presbyter,  he  having  made  known  to  me  his  renunciation  of  the

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Ministry — this  proceeding  was  "  for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  stand- 
ing." 

Sixth.  "  The  changes*  by  removal  or  otherwise,"  are  as  follows: — 
The  Rev.  Jedediah  Huntington,  M.  D.,  Presbyter  from  Vermont;  the 
Rev.  Henry  Elwell,  Presbyter  from  Florida  ;  the  Rev.  Pierre  T.  Bab- 
bitt, Presbyter  from  New- York  ;  the  Rev.  Edward  Walker,  Pre?byter 
from  Georgia;  and  the  Rev.  Carter  Page,  Deacon  from  Georgia; 
the  Rev.  A.  Ford,  Presbyter,  from  Florida;  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Swart, 
from  Western  New- York,  have  been  "accepted"  as  Canonical  residents 
of  this  diocese. 

The  first  named  is  in  Europe,  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  which  had 
been  seriously  impaired.  The  second,  I  have  been  officially  informed, 
is  the  Rector  of  St.  David's,  Cheraw.  The  third  h;ts  recently  entered 
on  the  charge  of  the  school  founded  by  this  Convention,  as  Principal  of 
the  same,  and  on  the  Lord's  Day,  has  officiated  as  a  Missionary  at 
Sullivan's  Island.  The  fourth,  I  am  informed,  though  not  officially,  is 
the  Minister  of  Christ  Chinch,  Wilton  ;  the  fifth,  the  Deacon,  is  offici 
ating  at  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield  ;  the  sixth,  has  taken  charge  of  St. 
Thaddeus  Church,  Aiken — my  concurrence,  in  his  appointment,  having 
been  asked  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  that  Church  ;  and  the  seventh 
is  officiating  in  Marion  and  Darlington  districts,  near  Mars'  Bluff. 

The  Rev.  W  J.  Boone,  late  a  Presbyter,  has  been  consecrated  under 
the  title  of  Missionary  Bishop  for  China,  and  has  sailed  for  that  country. 

The  Rev.  L.  C.  Johnson  has  been  Missionary,  (aided  by  our  valuable 
"Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  South-Carolina,")  in 
Spartanburg  district. 

The  Rev.  Richard  S  Seely  has  been  Missionary,  assisted  by  the  fund 
for  "Missions  in  the  State,"  in  the  districts  of  Newberry,  Marion  and 
York. 

The  Rev.  N.  Hyatt,  Deacon,  is  officiating  in  St,  James'  Parish,  Santee. 

Lastly.  "  AH  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the  diocese.'9 

Two  persons  have  been  examined  for  Priests,  and  seven  for  Deacon's 
Orders;  the  whole  number  of  examinations  was  fifteen. 

Three  Churches  have  been  consecrated;  St  Stephen's  Chapel,  Pine- 
ville,  which  was  built  in  1810;  "Church  of  the  Epiphany,"  near  the 
Rocks  in  St.  John's  Parish,  Berkley,  which  was  built  in  1 80S;  and  Trinity 
Church,  Abbeville,  built  in  1S44. 

On  eleven  occasions,  various  services  were  held  for  the  class  of  ser- 
vants, viz.,  in  St.  John's,  (Rev.  Mr.  Dehon'scure)  in  St.  John's  (Rev.  Mr. 
Wallace's  cure)  St.  Bartholomew's ;  Wilton  ;  Prince  William's ;  St. 
Luke's;  Richland  district,  and  Beaufort.  Of  the  confirmed,  70  were  of 
this  class. 

The  School,  founded  by  our  Convention,  has  been  frequently  visited, 
in  general,  once  a  week,  when  not  absent  from  the  city.  At  three  extra 
meetings,  at  three  quarterly  meetings,  and  at  the  July  examination,  I 
was  present,  but  when  the  fourth  quarterly  meeting  and  the  December 
examination  occurred,  1  was  absent  from  the  city,  on  Church  business. 
The  late  worthy  Principal,  Dr,  M'Dougall,  having  resigned,  the  Rev. 

The  changes  aie,  some  of  them  reported  in  the  Gospel  Messenger,  as  recommended  in 
Canon  XLVIII,  Settion  2. 
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P.  T.  Babbitt,  who  had  most  satisfactory  testimonials,  was  elected  his 
successor,  and  entered  on  his  responsible  charge  on  the  day  of  the  feast 
of  the  Epiphany,  in  the  Rectory  of  St.  Philip's,  which,  as  well  from  the 
com  modi  ousness  of  the  building,  as  the  extent  of  t  he  grounds,  is  believed 
to  be  a  peculiarly  eligible  situation.  It  is  known  that  this  valuable  glebe 
was  a  donation  to  St.  Philip's  Church  by  that  justly  honored  member, 
Mrs.  Afra  Coming,*  who,  in  the  deed  of  gift,  dated  December  1698,  de- 
clares her  motive  to  be  "  to  encourage  a  good,  charitable  and  pious  work 
"in  consideration  of  the  love  and  duty"  she  owed  "to  the  Church  of 
"  England,  of  which  she  professed  herself  a  daughter;"  and  that  in  this 
house,  many,  who  afterwards  essentially  served  the  diocese,  both  by 
their  labors  and  their  means,  resided  as  pupils  of  our  first  Bishop,  then 
President  of  the  College  of  Charleston. 

If  these  departed  friends  are  cognizant  of  earth,  surely  they  must  be 
gratified  to  perceive  this  property  returned  to  its  former  use,  and  made 
available  to  that  very  important  interest  of  our  Church — the  education  of 
her  sons.  May  we  not  hope  that  hence,  as  in  former  days,  will  come 
clergymen  a  blessing  to  their  generation,  and  laymen  to  hold  up  their 
hands,  and  to  co-operate  with  them  in  the  strengthening  and  extending 
of  the  Church.  It  affords  me  much  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report  that 
there  has  been  an  accession  of  day  scholars,  the  number  being  now  33. 
I  wish  I  could  add  there  were  many  boarders,  (there  is  only  one)  as  the 
usefulness  of  the  institution  will  be  much  advanced  by  the  Principal 
having  under  his  roof  and  constant  inspection  those  young  gentlemen, 
whose  parents  reside  in  the  country.  I  have  not  less  satisfaction  in 
stating  (indeed  if  Parochial  Schools  were  generally  instituted  fur  both 
sexes,  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  a  Diocesan  School,  and  it  seems 
to  me  the  parochial  system  is  the  preferable  one,)  that  a  school  for  girls, 
connected  with  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  and  two  schools,  one  for  boys 
and  the  other  for  girls,  connected  with  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Charleston, 
have  been  commenced  during  the  year.  There  has  been  for  several  years 
a  like  school,  which  is  understood  to  be  flourishing,  connected  with  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Charleston.  If  I  could  report  that  every  congrega- 
tion in  the  diocese  had  within  its  reach  a  proper  Church  School,  I  am 
sure  you  would  agree  with  me  that  a  most  happv  change  had  taken  place 
among  us,  and  a  bright  day  was  dawning  on  the  diocese.  The  Church 
and  the  School,  the  education  of  the  soul,  and  the  intellect  ought  ever  to 
be  in  alliance,  humble  reliance  on  the  providence  and  grace  of  God,  be- 
ing always  cherished.  Let  us  be  thankful,  and  take  courage  from  the 
results  and  the  prospects  in  favor  of  the  great  cause  of  Christian  Church 
education. 

At  two  quarterly  meetings,  (at  the  time  of  the  other  two,  I  was  absent 
from  the  city  on  Church  business,)  and  at  two  extra  meetings  of  the 
most  valuable  Society  to  which  the  diocese  is  so  largely  indebted  for  the 
"advancement  of  Christianity  in  South-Carolina,"  I  presided.  In  the 
report  for  the  year,  which  will  be  published,  and  in  the  previous  annual 
reports,  thirty-four  in  number,  in  the  Constitution,  and  the  first  address 
of  this  institution,  you  can  obtain  full  information  as  to  its  design  and

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doings,  and  therefore  as  to  its  claims  on  the  continued,  and  more  and 
more  liberal,  patronage  r»f  the  memHprs  of  our  Phnrch — of  those  who 
love  Hie  Ctiurch,  who  love  "  ihe«i  <\vuf  •  •■  native  (ami,"  aiui  wuo 
would  bestow  on  their  brethren  in  Christ  the  richest  of  earthly  blessings  : 
"the  knowledge  of  God's  truth,"*  and  the  "means  of  grace;"  and  on 
their  fellow-countrymen  in  geneial  the  inestimable  privileges  of  posses- 
sing the  Bible  and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  ot  participating  in 
the  teachings  and  devotions  of  ihe  Church  and  the  Ministry — the  Church 
M  built  on  the  foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self being  the  chief  corner  stone."  Let  this  Society  numberamongits  mem- 
bers every  baptized  one  in  our  diocese,  each  contributing  to  it  something, 
the  rich  of  their  abundance,  and  the  poor  of  their  penury,  and  we  should 
have  the  means  of  placing  at  least  one  minister  in  every  one  of  the  dis- 
tricts of  the  State — of  giving  a  prayer  book  to  every  one  who  would 
receive  it — and  of  taking  by  the  hand  and  educating  for  the  sacred  min- 
istry those  youths  of  piety  and  genius,  whom  adverse  circumstances 
prevent  from  indulging  the  desire,  perhaps  long  cherished,  of  serving 
God  and  souls  in  the  holy  office.  Why  should  we  be  less,  why  should 
we  not  be  more  interested  in  strengthening  and  extending  the  Church 
in  South-Carolina,  than  in  another  of  our  sister  States,  or  in  a  far  distant 
land  1  Why  should  our  oid,  and  our  young,  our  middle  aged,  and  our 
little  children  not  have  their  sympathies  invoked,  and  their  alms  applied 
for  the  heathen,  the  semi-Christianized,  and  the  errorists,  within  the 
limits  of  our  own  State,  in  our  swamps,  and  our  mountains  ]  By  an 
effort  united,  liberal,  and  continued  for  a  few  years,  "the  Gospel  in  the 
Church"  might  be  made  accessible  to  every  one,  of  all  colors,  of  the 
half  million  inhabitants  of  South-Carolina.  The  library  (which  is  a  spe- 
cial advantage  to  the  Clergy  and  Candidates  for  Orders)  of  this  Society 
has  received  a  valuable  addition  during  the  year  by  the  gift  on  the  part 
of  fifty  subscribers!  thereto,  at  the  cost  of  $2,000  of  the  many  excellent 
and  rare  theological  books  of  our  late  revered  and  beloved  Bishop. 

The  "  Charleston  P.  E.  Female  Domestic  Missionary  Society,"  (the 
excellent  institution  by  which  our  two  Missionary  Chapels,  St.  Stephen's 
and  St.  John's,  are  chiefly  sustained) — at  its  Executive  Committee,  on 
three  occasions  of  its  meeting,  I  attended. 

The  "  Episcopal  Female,  Bible,  Prayer-Book  and  Tract  Society,"  (an 
institution  which  has  done  and  is  doing  much  good,  and  been  a  valuable 
auxiliary  to  our  "Advancement  Society"  enabling  it,  being  relieved  by 
this  younger  Society,  to  apply  a  larger  amount  of  its  income  to  Missions.) 
at  its  Anniversary  meeting  on  Whit-Tuesday,  I  presided. 

The  Sunday  schools  connected  with  our  Churches  in  the  city,  and  our 
Church  in  Hampstead,  at  the  two  semi-annual  celebrations  for  the  same, 
viz.  on  Whit-Monday,  and  on  Thanksgiving  day,  I  was  present — the  lat- 
ter failed,  owing  to  extremely  inclement  weather.

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The  "  Society  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans"  of  our 

Clergy,  the  ancient  institution,  which  a  wise  and  generous  laity  founded, 
and  generation  after  generation,  nobly  sustain,  whose  praise  is  or  ought 
to  be  in  all  our  congregations — at  its  anniversary  commemoration,  I 
much  regret  Church  business  in  Philadelphia  prevented  my  being  present. 

"  The  Board  of  Tiustees  (appointed  by  the  Convention)  for  the  relief 
of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,"  at  its  meeting  for  disbursement,  I 
presided. 

The  "  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,"  at  a  meeting  of 
some  members  of  the  same,  held  in  Charleston  by  request  of  the  two 
Secretaries,  I  presided. 

At  the  Monthly  Missionary  Meeting,  held  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  on 
one  occasion,  in  my  turn,  1  read  "  Evening  Prayer,"  and  delivered  a 
lecture  on  Missions. 

A  "  Circular"  to  the  clergy,  recommending  a  collection  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign,  on  Palm  Sunday — that  day  being  desig- 
nated by  our  General  Missionary  Society,  was  addressed,  under  date  of 
Ash-Wednesday,  1844 

A  "  Circular"  to  the  members  of  our  Church,  in  and  near  Charles- 
ton, on  the  proper  observance  of  the  Passion  week,  and  in  particular  of 
"  Maunday-Thursday,"  and  "  Good  Friday,"  wasaddressed  by  me,  under 
date,  Monday  before  Easter  ;  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  its 
mo  e  especial  object,  viz.,  the  inducing  our  people  to  decline  festivities 
in  holy  week,  was  happily  effected. 

A  "Form  of  Prayer,"  for  an  exti  a  occasion,  under  the  authority  of 
Canon  XL VI I,  and  by  request  of  the  Minister  officiating  on  the  Anni- 
versary of  the  Orphan  House  of  Charleston,  was  prepared  by  me. 

For  Missions  within  the  State,  there  has  been  placed  in  my  hands,  from 
time  to  time,  small  sums  from  nineteen  congregations,  viz : — St.  Paul's, 
RadclitTboro';  St.  Michael's,  St.  Philip's.  St.  Peter's,  Charleston;  St. 
John's,  Hampstead ;  John's  Island,  St.  Helena  Island,  Claremont,  All 
Saints,  Columbia,  Cheraw,  St.  John's,  (Berkley,)  Winnsboro',  James* 
Island,  Church  of  Messiah,  Greenville,  Georgetown,  Prince  Frederick's, 
and  Pineville.  Also,  from  a  Missionary  Society  of  colored  persons  $15, 
who  had  contributed  to  Domestic  Missions  $16  j  to  Foreign  $16—- 
Total,  47. 

With  this  assistance,  (and  I  regret  much  it  was  too  small  to  allow  of 
employing  many  missionaries,  or  on  a  permanent  arrangement,  indeed 
for  any  longer  than  a  short  time,),  Missionary  services  have  been  provi- 
ded at  Sullivan's  Island,  Aiken,  Chester,  York,  Newberry.  Edgefield, 
St.  James',  Santee,  Beaufort,  Wateree,  and  Christ  Church.  The  clergy- 
men, who  kindly  rendered  the  services,  received  no  compensation,  but 
simply  having  their  expenses  paid,  were  Rev.  Messrs.  Fowler,  Howard, 
Patterson,  Hyatt,  Fell,  Seeley,  Shindler,  C.  L.  Johnson  and  others,  who 
went  for  one  or  more  Sundays  to  Aiken.  This  "  fund  for  missions  in  the 
State,"  enabled  me  also  to  give  some  small  assistance,  at  a  time  of  pecu- 
liar need,  to  the  "  Charleston  P.  E.  Female  Domestic  Missionary  Soci- 
ety," The  Bank  Book,  setting  forth  the  receipts,  disbursements,  and 
balance,  is  on  the  table  for  the  inspection  of  the  Members  of  the  Conven- 
tion. In  this  connection,  it  is  proper  to  mention  the  Rev.  M.  H.  Lance, 
Who  has  served  the  Church  in  Prince  Frederick's  Parish,  and  the  Rev. 
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C.  P.  Elliott,  who  officiated  at  Bradford  Springs  and  elsewhere,  gratui- 
tously. The  worthy  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  my  request,  kindly 
prepared  a  map,  (which  has  been  engraved,  atid  a  copy,  now  on  the 
table,  may  be  had  by  any  one  present,)  designating  the  localities  of  all 
our  Churches  in  the  diocese,  and  of  course  the  many  districts  in  which 
there  is  not  one  Church,  or  only  a  few,  or  fewer  than  there  might,  and 
ought  to  be,  of  Churches  of  our  faith. 

The  expenditures  incidental  to  the  Episcopal  office,  during  the  year, 
amount  to  $1255  28,  leaving  a  balance  from  the  salary,  in  my  hands,  of 
$244  72.*  The  generous  hospitality  extended  to  me,  both  in  this  dio- 
cese, and  in  New- York,  for  which  I  ask  leave  here  to  record  my  sincere 
acknowledgments,  has  essentially  diminished  my  expenses.  The  salary  is 
more  than  sufficient  for  the  necessary  expenses,  and  the  greater  portion  of 
it  has  been  expended  in  what  appeared  to  me  might  be  justly  regarded  as 
expected  from,  and  adapted  to  promote  the  usefulness  ofj  the  office. — 
The  reduction  of  it,  if  the  Convention  see  fit,  will  not  be  objected  to  by 
me — inasmuch  as  the  Vestry  of  my  beloved  and  estimable  parish  conti- 
nue to  make,  as  they  have  made  for  thirty- five  years,  sufficient  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  myself  and  family — for  which  I  must  here  be 
permitted  to  record  my  deep  sense  of  gratitude,  and  regret  that  I  have 
not  served  them  as  they  had  a  right  to  be  served.  The  distance  of  my 
several  journies  was  5138  miles.  The  number  of  letters  received  by  me 
was  302,  and  the  number  written  about  one  third  less, 

Having  concluded  the  canonically  required  statement  of  "  the  affairs 
of  the  diocese,"  it  may  be  proper  to  add,  as  has  been  customary,  and  in- 
deed as  explanatory  of  fewer  visitations  and  other  services  within  the 
diocese  during  the  past  than  preceding  years,  that  a  large  portion  of 
time  has  been  occupied  in  the  affairs  of  our  Ecclesiastical  Confederacy 
out  of  this  diocese. 

The  "General  Convention"  of  our  dioceses  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  had  its  triennial  session  in  Philadelphia  from  October  2d  to 
22d  inclusive.  The  "  Theological  Seminary,"  its  Board  of  Trustees 
had  their  triennial  meeting  on  the  30th  September.  The  "Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  P.  E  Church,"  its  Board  of  Mis- 
sions had  several  meetings  in  Philadelphia,  in  October,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  its  domestic  department,  had  two  meetings  in  New 
York,  in  December.  The  "  General  Sunday  School  Union" — its  Com- 
mittee had  a  meeting  in  New  York,  Sept.  30,  and  its  triennial  meeting 
was  in  Philadelphia,  on  several  days,  on  and  after  October  30th. 

"  The  Court  of  Bishops"  had  a  session  in  New-York,  commencing 
December  10,  for  twenty-two  days  ;  on  all  these  occasions,  I  was  present. 
The  Journal,  Reports,  and  Proceedings  of  these  bodies  are  in  print, 
and  will  afford  all  the  information,  general  and  particular,  which  may  be 
desired  respecting  them.  To  the  report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Theolo- 
logical  Seminary,  and  in  particular  to  the  resolutions!  2d  and  3d,  in  pages

^Resolved  2.  That  the  Bishops  as  visitors,  having  visited  the  Seminary,  and  inspected  the 
same,  do  not  find  in  any  of  its  interior  arrangements  any  evidence  that  superstitious  or  Ro- 
mish practices  are  allowed  or  encouraged  in  the  Institution. 

Resolved  3.  That  the  Bishops  deem  the  publication  of  the  questions  of  the  Bishop,  and  the 
answers  of  the  Professors,  the  most  appropriate  reply  to  the  current  rumors  respecting  the 
doctrinal  teaching  of  the  Seminary.

January  5,  at  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  New- York,  I  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

October  25,  I  made  a  visit  to  that  admirable  Church  institution,  "St. 
James'  College,  Maryland,"  and  December  12,  (Thanksgiving  day ;)  and 
on  Christmas  day,  to  the  kindred  and  elder  institution,  "St.  Paul's  Col- 
lege," College  Point,  Long  Island,  State  of  New-York,  where  I  assisted 
at  the  Holy  Communion. 

May  the  blessing  of  the  Divine  head  of  the  Church  rest  upon  these 
Seminaries  of  sound  learning  and  piety,  and  on  their  disinterested  foun 
ders  and  supporters,  more  and  more  !    May  their  fruits  be  yet  more 
abundant,  and  may  each  diocese,  and  our  own  in  particular,  soon  have 
a  like  proper  Church  College. 

There  is  a  subject  in  which  each  diocese,  not  only  in  these  United 
States,  but  every  where  is  greatly  concerned,  and  I  ask  leave  to  present 
it  to  your  attention — it  is  the  possession  of  an  accurate  and  complete 
history  of  the  Church.  The  history  of  its  earliest  ages,  which  we  may 
call  its  inspired  history,  we  have  in  the  sacred  Scriptures  ;  but  its  his- 
tory, since  inspiration  ceased,  is  declared,  at  least  by  the  members  of  our 
branch  of  the  Church,  to  be  a  desideratum,  for  in  the  General  Conven- 
tion 1838,  the  following  resolution,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Hopkins,  was 
adopted,*  it  is  believed  unanimously — "  That  the  Rev.  Samuel  F.  Jarvis, 
"  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  be  appointed  historiographer  of  the  Church,  with  a 
"  view  to  his  preparing,  from  the  most  original  sources  now  extant,  a 
"  faithful  Ecclesiastical  History,  reaching  from  the  Apostle's  times  to  the 
"formation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States." 

It  was  known  that  the  Rev.  gentleman  named  was  pre-eminently,  we 
might  say  of  our  clergy  exclusively,  qualified,  at  the  time,  for  entering  on 
such  an  undertaking,  because  he  was  familiar  with  the  languages,  ancient 
and  modern,  in  which  the  Ecclesiastical  histories  of  all  times  are  writ- 
ten ;  had  been  reading  for  many  years,  with  a  view  to  the  preparation 
of  a  complete  history  of  the  Church  ;  and  because,  during  a  ten  years' 
sojourn  in  Europe,  he  had  the  advantage  of  intercourse  with  learned 
theologians,  and  of  gathering  the  many  books  now  in  his  possession, 
possession,  necessary  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  his  important  purpose. 

The  "  General  Convention"  had  no  fund  to  meet  the  unavoidable  ex- 
penses of  the  historiographer;  nevertheless,  he  soon  entered  on  the  duty 
of  the  office,  and  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops  in  1841,  a  portion

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of  his  history  in  manuscript,  whereupon  their  Committee  reported,  that 
"  they  were  struck  with  the  extraordinary  research  and  exact  fidelity 
"  exhibited  in  the  work,"  and  "  the  House  commended  it  to  the  patron- 
"  age  of  the  Church."  In  the  year  just  past,  the  author  visited  England, 
and  had  the  first  volume  stereotyped,  and  the  approbation  of  several 
prominent  persons  there  who  were  permitted  to  inspect  it  has  been 
publicly  expressed.  No  one  questions  that  it  reflects  great  honor  on  the 
Church  in  America,  and  promises  great  usefulness  to  the  Church  uni- 
versal. My  object  in  going  into  thi^  chit  ail  is,  to  invite  your  patronage  to 
this  work,  not  only  as  a  valuable  acces  ion  to  the  library  of  each  one  of 
you,  containing  important  instruction  for  your  families,  but  as  an  appro- 
priate expression  of  your  sense  of  obligation  to  the  indefatigable  author, 
who,  with  the  bare  possibility  of  a  moderate  remuneration  for  his  time 
and  labor,  has  given  to  the  Church  Catholic,  and  in  particular  to  the 
branch  of  it  in  the  United  States  of  America,  so  rich  and  exhaustless  a 
treasure.  Regarding  it  as  reasonably  to  be  expected,  that  all  the  dioceses 
should  co-operate  in  promoting  this  action  of  the  General  Convention,  I 
have  made  myself  personally  responsible  for  one  hundred  copies  for  this 
diocese. 

On  former  occasions,  (it  having  appeared  to  me  entirely  within 
my  province,  and  a  summary  method  of  inculcating  the  principles  which 
are  most  surely  to  be  believed  among  us,)  books  of  a  practical  chaiacter 
have  been  commended  to  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this 
diocese.  And  I  now,  with  more  than  ordinary  emphasis,  recommend  to 
"  Clergymen,  Schools,  and  private  families,"  and  I  add  to  god-fathers 
and  godmothers,  the  work  entitled  "A  Help  to  Catechising,"  by 
James  Beaven,  D.  D.,  "  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  University  of 
"  King's  College,  Torento— with  corrections  and  alterations,  adapting  it 
"to  the  use  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  the  United  States."  This  book  has 
been  used  with  decided  advantage  in  our  sister  dioceses,  and  in  several 
congregations  of  this  diocese. 

There  remains  no  other  subject  to  which  it  seems  to  me  necessary  to 
invite  your  attention,  and  through  you,  that  of  the  members  of  our  dio- 
cese. "  And  now  as  the  Holy  Church,  throughout  all  the  world,  doth 
acknowledge  the  Fattier  of  an  infinite  Majesty — the  adorable,  true  and 
only  Son — also  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter,  so  may  all  mankind. — 
Amen." 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Sexton  of  St.  Michael's  Church  be  allowed  the 
usual  compensation  for  his  services  in  attendance  on  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to  the  Or- 
ganist of  this  Church  for  her  kind  services  during  the  session  of  this 
Convention. 

The  Minutes  of  this  day  were  read  and  approved. 

After  appropriate  collects  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Episcopal  Benedic- 
tion, adjourned.

Charleston,  Fehruary  14th,  1845. 

Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

Since  my  arrival  in  South-Carolina,  December  10th,  1S44,  I  have  offi- 
ciated every  Sunday,  with  but  one  exception.  The  three  last  Sundays 
have  been  spent  in  whole,  or  in  part  upon  Sullivan's  Island,  where  I 
have  officiated  twice.  From  the  long  interruptions  of  our  services  there, 
the  congregation  is  but  small,  but  ihere  is  good  reason  to  hope,  that  a 
regular  eff>rt  might  be  the  means  of  benefit,  to  a  class  of  men,  who  will 
have  but  litile  done  for  their  souls,  by  their  brethren  ;  although  their  si- 
tuation is  such,  as  to  call  for  our  sympathy  and  christian  kindness.

Remarks. — The  Rector  of  the  Parish  was  absent  at  the  North  for 
about  four  months  ;  during  which  time  his  parishioners  were  much  gra- 
tified by  the  occasional  ministrations  of  the  I?ev.  C.  P.  Elliott,  and  on 
one  Lord's  day,  of  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Lee;  while  the  pleasure  of  the  Rec- 
tor's visit  to  his  relations  was  much  enhanced  by  the  assurance,  that  his 
people  would  not  be  entirely  destitute  of  ministerial  services.  The 
Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered  eight  times.  The  religious  in- 
struction of,  and  public  worship  with  the  black  people,  has  been  conti- 
nued with  increasing  satisfaction  to  the  Rector,  and  with  the  hope  and 
prayer  of  greater  spiritual  blessing  from  God  to  these  humblest  of 
Christ's  poor.

Remarks. — In  removing  my  family  last  winter,  I  was  necessarily  ab- 
sent from  my  Parish  four  Sundays.  One  of  them  1  passed,  at  the  re- 
quest of  my  Diocesan,  on  Sullivan's  Island,  where  1  held  two  services, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Two  Sundays  kept  from  the 
Sanctuary  by  sick  ess.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Supper  has  been  admin- 
istered on  thflUrst  Sunday  of  every  month  ;  also  once  to  a  sick  and  aged 
member  of  the  Church,  at  the  Poor-house* 
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Communion  alms,  $35.  Raised  within  the  Parish  for  Organ,  $300  ; 
towards  Rector's  salary,  $200.  Appropriated  to  oreneral  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, $6  ;  Diocesan,  Advancement  Society,  $5;  Relit  f  do.  $5;  Female 
Bible,  Prayer-book  and  Tract  Society,  $3. 

The  Vestry  have  recently  purchased  five  acres  of  land,  adjacent  to 
the  lot  on  which  the  Church  is  located  ;  the  tract  cost  about  $100.  Upon 
it,  a  few  rods  only  from  the  Church,  is  an  excellent  site  for  a  Parsonage 
of  which  the  Parish  is  much  in  want,  and  which  we  hope  to  see  erected 
at  no  distant  day  :  Provided,  that  older  and  more  favored  portions  of  the 
Diocese,  do  not  cease  to  remember  us  in  their  prayers  and  offerings. 

Have,  since  May,  devoted  between  one  and  two  hours  each  Lord's 
day,  to  the  instruction  of  a  class  of  colored  people,  in  the  first  principles 
of  Christianity.  The  class  has  averaged  about  20  ;  and  has  made  very 
gratifying  and  encouraging  progress. 

The  Parish  has,  within  the  year,  lost  by  removal  and  death,  two  fami- 
lies and  five  communicants  ;  a  severe  loss  considering  its  youth  and  fee- 
bleness. Nevertheless,  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  the  present  with 
those  of  my  first  report,  will  serve  to  show,  I  trust,  that  the  great  and 
Adorable  Head  of  the  Church,  has  not  been  unmindful  of  this  member 
of  his  militant  body.

I  officiated  this  year  47  Sundays,  and  3  week  days,  and  omitted  5 
Sundays.  I  officiated  at  Claremont  Parish  16  Sundays;  at  St.  Mark's 
Clarendon  14 ;  at  Bradford  Springs  8  ;  at  Sumterville  3 ;  at  Manches- 
ter 1 ;  at  Camden  1  ;  at  the  Clarkson  Settlement  in  Richland  District  1; 
at  Charleston  3.  The  whole  number  of  miles  I  travelled  to  fulfil  my 
engagements,  are  986.  At  Claremont  I  baptised  2  adults  ;  1  white  and 
1  colored;  and  buried  1  white  adult;  and  administered  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  3  times.  At  Pradford  Springs,  I  baptised  12 
white  children,  and  administered  the  sacrament  once.  At  the  Clarkson 
Settlement,  I  baptised  13  coloured  children,  and  administered  the  sa- 
crament once.  Total  number  of  baptisms,  27.  Burial,  1.  At  13 r  ad- 
ford  Springs  the  prospects  of  our  Church,  are  decidedly  favourable.  A 
congregation  is  already  organized,  consisting  of  about  50  persons,  and  a 
suitable  building  for  public  worship  is  erected,  which  has  been  in  use 
for  some  time.  There  are  some  Episcopal  families  who  reside  a  part, 
of  every  year  at  that  place,  and  who  would  be  deprived  of  our  Church 
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privileges  if  the  mission  is  withdrawn.  And  in  all  human  probability, 
if  ministerial  services  are  regularly  continued  at  Bradford  Springs,  in 
the  course  of  a  few  years  a  respectable  Parish,  equal  to  most  of  our 
country  Parishes,  will  be  permanently  established  at  that  place.  The 
number  of  persons  who  attended  public  worship  were  often  large. — 
And  the  people  who  reside  in  the  neighbourhood  are  generally,  favour- 
ably disposed  towards  our  Church,  many  of  whom,  would  probably 
unite  themselves  to  it.  The  prospects  of  our  Church  at  Sumterville 
are  decidedly  unfavourable,  and  therefore,  I  could  not  recommend  the 
extension  of  a  mission  to  that  place,  at  this  time. 

The  services  I  have  rendered  to  the  Church  for  the  year  1844,  are  en- 
tirely gratuitous  ;  and  the  Bishop  kindly  offered  to  defray  the  expenses 
I  had  actually  incurred,  which  were  inconsiderable,  and  which  I  de- 
clined receiving.

Remarks.— -The  Rector  entered  on  the  charge  of  this  Church  on  the 
last  Sunday  in  January  1844.  Divine  service  has  been  held,  with  few 
interruptions,  throughout  the  past  year,  three  times  a  week  during  the 
winter  and  spring,  and  twice  during  the  summer  and  autumn.  Four 
services  have  also  been  held  at  Society  Hill,  during  the  absence  of  the 
Rector.  An  increasing  attention  to  the  services  of  the  Church  has  been 
manifested  for  some  months  past  by  the  members  of  other  congrega- 
tions; a  few  of  whom  have  taken  seats  in  the  Church.  A  lady,  who  is 
a  communicant,  has  collected  an  interesting  school  of  between  twenty 
and  thirty  poor  white  children,  to  whom,  she  imparts  religious  instruc- 
tion daily  ,  and  the  Rector  has  been  accustomed  to  visit  it  frequently,  to 
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assist  her  in  her  work  of  charity.  For  some  months  there  has  been  a 
colored  Sunday  School  after  evening  service  every  Sunday  ;  the  num- 
ber of  Scholars  has  varied  from  twenty  to  forty.

— In  explanation  of  the  small  amount  of  duty  which  ap- 
pears to  have  been  done,  the  Missionary  would  state,  that  he  was  not 
stationed  in  the  Parish  till  the  loth  December,  and  consequently,  his  re- 
port covers  only  the  brief  period  of  three  weeks.  The  festival  of 
Christmas  falling  within  that  time,  was  celebrated,  which  had  not  been 
done  for  many  years  previous.  No  children  attended  the  Church,  to  give 
opportunity  for  the  establishment  of  a  Sunday  School.  On  each  Sab- 
Bath  however,  catechetical  and  other  instruction  was  given  promiscu- 
ously to  the  young  and  old  colored  persons  assembled,  the  number  be- 
ing from  about  30  to  40.  It  is  proper  also  to  mention,  that  though  no 
Sunday  School  is  in  operation  during  the  winter,  there  is  one  established 
at  Mount  Pleasant,  the  summer  residence  of  the  Parishoners,  in  the  ex- 
ercises of  which,  during  the  past  summer,  the  Missionary  (then  officia- 
ting as  a  Lay-reader,)  assisted  its  pious  Superintendant  Mr.  John  Ham- 
lin. The  School  consisted  of  15  white  children,  all  of  whom  were  gen- 
erally in  attendance.

— It  was  for  the  children  "openly  in  the 
Church,"  on  the  Sundays  and  Fridays  in  Advent,  in  Lent,  and  in  six 
weeks,  in  the  autumn,  also  in  the  Sunday  School  on  every  Sunday  ;  and 
for  a  class  of  grown  persons,  on  portions  of  the  sacred  Scriptures,  twice 
a  month  in  the  Church  for  a  portion  of  the  year — the  absence  of  the 
Rector  on  Church  business  preventing  it  for  several  months. 

Charity.  —  The  amount  of  Alms  at  the  Holy  Communion  was  $760, 
06J  cents  ;  only  one  "  Thankoffering"  from  a  lady  was  received. 

The  Contributions  from  members  of  this  flock,  are  reported  by  the 
many  associations  which  they  assist  as,  (to  name  some  of  them) — the 
"  Sunday  School"  and  Gregory  ;  peculiar  to  our  own  flock — that  for  the 
relief  of  the  "  Widows  and  Orphan's  of  our  Clergy"  that  for  the  M  aged 
and  infirm  Clergy  :"  the  "  Advancement" — the  "  Female  Missionary" — 
the  "  Bible,  Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society"  and  the  "  Gospel  Messen- 
ger" which  are  connected  with  the  Diocese — and  "the  Theological

Remarks. — The  condition  of  this  small  country  Church,  presents  a 
more  pleasing  aspect,  than  it  has  in  any  previous  year  of  its  existence. 
There  is  an  encouraging  seriousness  in  some  few  of  its  members,  which, 
we  hope,  will  result  in  a  decided  stand  for  "  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus" — 
There  is  also  more  readiness  to  acknowledge  the  cause  of  Missions  ; 
and  although  the  contributions  are  not  what  they  ought  to  be,  when  the 
ability  is  considered,  yet  but  few  families,  now  excuse  themselves  from 
this  recognized  Christian  obligation.  Those  who  do,  can  spiritually 
know  nothing  of  that  Scripture  pledge,  "  He  that  watereth,  shall  him- 
self be  watered." 

The  attention  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  colored  people,  has  on  the 
part  of  many,  greatly  increased  ;  and  the  Rector  hopes  that  his  congre- 
gation will  secure  the  services  of  some  faithful  Episcopal  Missionary,  to 
aid  him,  in  properly  attending  to  this  much  neglected  class  of  the  help- 
less poor,  at  our  very  doors,  dying  for  want  of  the  bread  of  life.  He 
has  himself  been  signally  successful  in  his  labors,  among  them.  The 
communicants  are  generally  increasing;  and  including  applicants  soon 
to  be  admitted,  the  present  number,  is,  some  one  hundred  and  twenty. 
From  the  owners  of  the  majority  of  these,  he  continues  to  receive  the 
testimony  of  their  good  and  faithiul  service. 

Of  the  white  portion  of  the  congregation,  there  is  to  be  reported  the 
loss  of  four  from  our  communion,  by  removal ;  and  the  accession  of  only 
three  to  the  same.  The  loss,  also,  of  a  large  family  from  the  same 
cause,  is  to  be  noticed,  although  the  loss  to  us  of  these  beloved  and  in- 
fluential friends,  will  be  great  gain  to  a  neighboring  pastor's  charge.  It 
may  not  be  irrelevant  to  mention,  in  this  place,  that  two  gentlemen  of 
this  Church,  have  recently  resolved  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the 
Lord's  service,  and  have  had  their  names  recorded  among  the  candi- 
dates for  holy  orders,  of  this  year. 

The  amount  contributed  to  Missions  exceeds  by  a  little,  three  hun- 
dred dollars.  A  new  and  large  organ  has  been  purchased.  It  is  also  in 
contemplation,  to  increase  the  present  Rector's  salary,  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. This  however,  not  at  his,  but  at  the  suggestion  of  the  congrega- 
tion themselves. 

In  reviewing  the  past,  and  considering  the  great  unanimity  existing 
among  us  ;  and  the  prospect  of  increasing  usefulness,  deep  gratitude  is

— It  is  with  sincere  gratification,  I  report  an  increasing  in- 
terest manifest  among  the  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
on  this  Island,  to  adopt  more  effective  measures,  for  the  proper  religious 
instruction  of  their  negroes.  Efforts  are  now  making,  which  I  have  eve- 
ry reason  to  hope,  will,  with  the  Divine  blessing,  be  crowned  with  suc- 
cess, to  build  a  suitable  place  of  Worship,  and  provide  a  Missionary  for 
them.  It  is  true,  that  there  is  a  strong  fanatical  prejudice  against  our 
Church,  to  be  overcome  in  the  first  place,  ere  any  thing  can  be  effectual- 
ly done  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of  this  class  amongst  us.  But  no  diffi- 
culty presents  itself  in  the  matter,  that  a  prayerful  perseverance,  accom- 
panied with  an  humble  reliance  on  divine  aid,  may  not  remove.  Two 
communicants  have  been  added  to  our  Church  on  the  Island,  since  last 
report.  During  the  past  year,  the  collections  made  in  this  Church,  have 
beep  as  follows  :  $30  for  missions  within  the  Diocese  ;  $16.25  cents  for 
the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergy  ;  $^0  in  answer  to  the  appeal  of  the 
Western  Bishops,  making  the  total  amount  contributed,  $66.25  cents.

Since  my  ordination  which  took  place  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent  ; 
I  have  held  divine  service  four  times  ;  and  preached  five  times  ;  once  at 
Landsfonl  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shindler;  once  at  Chester  C.  H.  ;  once  at 
Union  0.  H.  ;  once  at  Newberry,  C.  H. ;  and  1  have  preached  once  at 
Winnsborough,  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Obear.  The  number  that  attended  at 
Union  0.  H.,  about  fifty.  The  population  of  the  Village,  about  four 
hundred;  of  the  District,  from  18,000  to  19,000.  The  number  that  at- 
tended at  Newberry  C.  H.  about  seventy-five.  The  population  of  the 
Village  from  seven  hundred  to  eight  hundred  ;  that  of  the  District 
from  19,000  to  20,000.  At  Union  I  could  find  but  one  Episcopal  fami- 
ly in  the  whole  district;  in  Newberry  four. 

I  am  not  able  to  give  at  pre»ent,  a  full  report  of  this  mission,  owing  to 
the  shortness  of  the  time  I  have  been  here.  But  think  it  will  afford  a 
very  important  and  interesting  field  for  Missionary  labor.

Remarks. — The  number  of  families  is  made  out,  not  as  heretofore, 
but  agreeably  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Bishop.  (See  Journal  of  1843, 
page  44.) 

The  children  in  the  Sunday  Schools  vary  in  number,  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  The  number  above  stated,  is  about  the  number  belonging  to 
the  Schools,  respectively,  although  so  many  are  not  always  in  attend- 
ance. Of  the  communicants  reported,  six  are  new,  two  have  removed 
into  this,  from  other  Parishes;  three  have  left  the  Parish,  having  changed 
it  for  other  places  of  residence,  and  two  have  died.  Contributions  have 
been  made  to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  to  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  to  the  Bishop,  for  missions  within  the 
Diocese,  and  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church. 

As  an  additional  means  of  diffusing  religious  knowledge  in  the  Parish, 
of  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Church,  and  of  fitting  the  destitue  of 
the  neighborhood  for  usefulness  on  earth,  and  for  an  inheritance  in  hea- 
ven, a  Parochial  School  was  established  in  July  last,  for  the  education 
(secular,  moral  and  religious,)  of  the  children  of  such  parents  within  our 
reach,  as  were  too  indigent  to  provide  for  the  proper  training  of  their 
families.  The  experiment  was  adopted  in  humble  reliance  on  God  for 
His  blessing,  and  has  been  thus  far,  sufficiently  successful,  to  encourage 
us  to  go  on  with  a  work,  which  we  cannot  but  trust  is  pleasing  to  God, 
and  will,  through  His  favor,  result  in  good  to  Society,  to  the  Church  and 
to  the  souls  for  whose  best  interests  in  Time  and  Eternity,  it  was  under- 
taken and  has  been  prosecuted.  The  exercises  of  the  School  are  com- 
menced every  day  by  me  in  the  Church,  with  the  morning  service. — 
Several  of  the  pupils  have  been  baptised,  attend  our  Sunday  School  and 
public  worship  on  Sundays,  and  unite  interestingly  and  impressively,  in 
the  responsive  parts  of  the  service.  The  teaching  they  receive  combines 
the  elements  of  a  plain  English  education,  with  instructions  in  the  Bible 
and  Prayer-book  and  Church  Catechism.

Remarks. — An  absence  of  about  four  months  will  account  for  the 
small  number  of  services  performed  within  the  Parish,  and  the  consid- 
erable number  elsewhere.  The  place  of  the  Rector  was  kindly  supplied 
a  part  of  this  time  at  Whiteville  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dehon,  to  the  great 
satisfaction  of  the  Rector  and  congregation.  Divine  service  was  also 
held  at  the  Chapel  near  Strawberry,  on  alternate  Sundays  in  winter; 
and  at  Whiteville,  during  most  of  the  summer,  by  a  Lay-reader.  The 
tabular  statement  does  not  include  the  instruction  given  to  the  negroes 
after  morning  service  at  the  Chapel,  nor  the  instruction  given  them,  by 
a  catechist  on  every  alternate  Sunday,  nor  evening  service  and  similar 
instruction  by  the  same  person,  three  Sundays  in  four,  during  winter  at 
one  plantation,  all  under  the  direction  of  the  Rector.  The  Chapel  near 
Strawberry  has  been  repaired  and  painted,  and  a  Vestry-room  has  been 
erected  within  the  year.  Measures  are  also  in  progress  for  adding  suit- 
able decorations  and  furniture,  and  for  erecting  a  gallery  within  the 
Chapel  and  an  enclosure  around  the  Church-yard.  It  is  very  desirable, 
that  similar  action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  our  venerable  Parish 
Church,  which  has  a  gallery  indeed,  for  the  negroes,  but  no  enclosure  to 
protect  the  resting  place  of  the  dead.

The  children  are  catechised  publicly  in  Church,  the  se- 
cond Sunday  in  every  month;  and  privately,  as  often  as  1  go  "from 
house  to  house."  During  the  year,  the  first  class  in  the  Sunday  School, 
has  memorized  the  entire  thirty-nine  Articles  of  our  Church,  with  great 
benefit  I  am  confident,  to  parents  as  well  as  children.  The  colored  peo- 
ple aie  catechised  every  Sunday  afternoon  after  service. 

Mr.  Jacob  Welch',  a  Lay-catechist,'  commenced  his  work  among  the 
slaves  in  this  Parish,  the  first  of  last  December  ;  and  I  speak  advisedly 
when  I  say,  that  his  labors  thus  far,  have  been  attended  with  success, 
wholly  incredible  to  those  who  have  no  experience  in  the  oral  instruc- 
tion of  slaves.  It  will  not  be  out  of  place  here,  perhaps,  briefly  to  state 
the  manner  in  which  we  are  supplied  with  this  instructor  for  our  ser- 
vants; one  half  of  his  salary  is  paid  by  the  Parish,  the  other  by  a  Society 
for  evangelizing  the  slaves  in  South-Carolina.  This  Society  was  organ- 
ized by  a  few  Laymen  and  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  this  Diocese,  in  February  1844,  on  the  following  principles  : 
Every  member  pavs  annually  a  specified  quota  of  his  income.  The 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Society  selects  and  recommends  catechists, 
or  missionaries  to  such  Parishes,  as  apply  'for  aid  ,  but  the  person  re- 
commended is  first  to  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop,  and  Minister 
in  whose  Parish  he  is  to  labor,  "  The  harvest  is  great :  but  the  laborers 
few."  May  many  hear  the  voice  of  the  Lord  again  crying,  "  Whom 
shall  I  send,  and  who  will  go  for  us." 
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St.  Luke's  Parish.

days ;  Chapel  of  the  Cross  at  Bluffton,  morning  service,  10  Sundays  ;

rendered  colored  people,  68. 

Remarks. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Rector  was  compelled 
to  travel  several  weeks  for  the  benefit  of  his  health.  During  the  sum- 
mer, on  every  2d  and  4th  Sunday,  in  the  morning,  there  was  a  Ser- 
mon read  in  the  Chapel  at  Bluffton,  by  a  Lay-member,  Since  last  re- 
port, six  colored  persons  have  been  added  to  our  list  of  communicants.

Children  under  fourteen,  66  whi:e  ;  colored  not 
known.  Families,  39  white;  colored  not  known.  Families  belonging 
also  to  other  Congregations,  29  white.  Sunday  School  Teachers,  for 
colered  4.  Scholars  from  300  to  400.  Public  Worship,  St.  John's 
Church,  30  Sundays;  one  other  day  ;  whole  number  of  times,  56. 

Remarks. — During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  an  addition  to  the 
Communion  of  fifteen  colored  persons.  Two  white  and  two  colored 
communicants  have  died  ;  one  white  communicant  has  removed  from  the 
Parish.  Two  white  communicants  have  withdrawn  from  the  Communi- 
on ;  two  colored  communicants  have  been  expelled  from  the  Communion. 

The  following  sums  have  been  pledged  for  charitable  and  religious 
purposes,  by  this  Congregation,  a  very  small  portion  of  which  remains 
unpaid.  The  amount  fledged  is  reported,  that  the  contributions  of  each 
year  may  be  kept  distinct.

OK 

THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH-CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Of  acceding  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina  accedes  to,  recog- 
nizes and  adopts  the  general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges 
their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Stated  Meetings. 

A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in  Charleston,  on  the  se- 
cond Wednesday  in  February,  or  at  such  time,  and  in  such  place,  as 
shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Members  of  Convention. 

Section  1. — The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
Laymen. 

Section  2. — The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one, 
and  the  Minister,  or  Ministers  of  every  Episcopal  Church,  in  union  with 
this  Convention,  shall  always  be  ex-officio,  a  member,  or  members  of  this 
Convention,  with  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  requiring  the  suffrages 
thereof;  Provided,  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  Con- 
vention, unless  he  have  been  actually,  as  well  as  canonically  resident 
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within  the  Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been  em- 
ployed in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station  ;  Provided,  also,  that  no 
Clergyman  otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence,  be 
divested  of  such  privilege. 

Section  3. — Every  other  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  being  a  Mission- 
ary, officiating  under  the  sanction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  institution, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  this  Convention, 
with  the  exception  of  the  right  to  vote  in  matters  involving  the  temporal 
concerns  of  the  Churches.  The  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  this 
Article  shall  also  apply  to  the  preceding  part  of  this  section.  Every  other 
Clergyman,  being  an  instructor  of  youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning, 
constituted  by  civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  this  Diocese,  or  a 
Chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  being  prevented 
by  age  and  infirmity  from  exercising  his  clerical  functions,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  this  Convention,  with  the 
exception  of  the  right  to  vote. 

Section  4. — Lay-Delegates,  not  exceeding  four  (4)  in  number,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  respective  Episcopal  Churches,  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, from  among  the  members  of  those  Churches  respectively,  to 
represent  them  in  Convention;  the  Delegates  to  be  elected  in  such 
manner  and  time,  as  each  Church  shall  deem  proper,  to  serve  for  one 
stated  Convention.  They  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats  in  Convention,  produce  written  testimonials,  of  their  election.  For 
special  Conventions,  special  elections  shall  be  held. 

Section  5. — No  Member  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 
Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Section  6. — A  Lay-member,  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Convention 
as  a  Delegate  from  any  Church,  shall  not,  (without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Convention,)  be  permitted  to  relinquish  his  seat,  and  take  a 
seat  as  the  Delegate  of  another  Church. 

article  iv. 
Of  a  Quorum. 

Ten  (10)  Members  of  the  Clerical  Order,  and  Lay-Representatives  of 
ten  (10)  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness generally  ;  but  any  member  of  either  order  that  shall  assemble,  may 
adjourn,  from  day  to  day,  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  v. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-qfficio  President  of  the  Con- 
vention.   But  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
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the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Convention ;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

A  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be,  ex-rfficio,  Treasurer,  shall  be  annually 
chosen,  (and  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,)  who  shall 
keep  a  true  and  correct  Journal  of  the  Procedings  of  the  Convention, 
attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to  each  Minis- 
ter and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any  stated  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  and  this  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  six 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  such  Convention.  He  shall  also  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before 
the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  succes- 
sor, all  books  and  papers,  relative  and  belonging  to  the  Convention, 
which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1. — A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the 
actual  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Committee  be 
appointed. 

Section  2. — At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President ;  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  Com- 
mittee, to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose  alone,  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  ad- 
dressed to  the  Standing  Committee,  to  attest  their  public  acts,  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Section  3. — They  shall  present  to  each  annual  Convention  an  ab- 
stract of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Conven- 
tion. 

Section  4, — Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining 
members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee  being  necessary  to  consti- 
tute a  choice. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Special  Meetings. 

Section  1. — The  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Convention  ;  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held  where  the  authority 
calling  it  shall  determine  ;  and  at  such  special  meeting  no  other  business 
shall  be  transacted  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Section  2. — No  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  for 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant-Bishop. 

article  IX. 

Of  Voting  in  Convention. 

On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution,  the 
members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body  ;  but  any  two  Clergymen, 
of  the  Delegation  from  any  two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate 
vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote  individually,  and  the 
Lay-Delegates  by  Churches,  (a  majoiity  of  each  Delegation  having  one 
vote,)  and  a  majority  of  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary  to 
a  decision. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop,  or  Assistant-Bishop. 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  of  this  Diocese,  a 
majority  of  each  Order  shall  determine  -a  choice  :  Provided,  that  two- 
thirds  (2  3'ls)  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  (2-3ds) 
of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  be  present;  otherwise,  two- 
thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  vote  of  each  Order  present,  shall  be  necessary  to 
determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  trial,  for  offences  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention  "  of  offences  for  which  Ministers  shall 
be  tried  and  punished"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Convention.  The  trial 
shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of 
this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  admission  of  Churches,  or  Parishes  into  the  Convention. 

Whenever  a  Church,  or  Parish,  not  now  entitled  to  a  representation, 
shall  be  desirous  of  uniting  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  they  shall  apply  by  letter  to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  no 
Bishop,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing  Commitiee,  stating  the  due  or- 
ganization of  their  Church,  the  election  of  their  Vestrymen  and  Church 
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Wardens,  their  means,  or  prospects,  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and 
their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese,  which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  authority 
of  the  same.  And,  at  the  Convention  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of 
such  application,  the  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee,  shall  communicate 
the  same  to  the  Convention  for  their  decision  thereon.  Should  the  Con- 
vention make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said  Church  shall  then  be  consid- 
ered in  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  : 
Provided,  always,  that  the  Delegates  of  the  Church,  or  Parish  newly 
admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  in  which  their  Church,  or  Parish,  is  admitted. 
But  no  Lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Chuch,  or  Parish,  which  has 
for  three  (3)  successive  years  neglected  to  elect  a  Vestry  and  Wardens, 
or  pay  its  quota  to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the 
Convention. 
• 

ARTICLE  XIII, 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1. — At  every  annual  Convention,  four  Presbyters,  and  four 
Laymen,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General 
Convention. 

Section  2. — In  case  any  Deputy,  appointed  as  above,  shall  decline 
such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  dutv  to  inform 
the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of 
his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee 
may  appoint  a  substitute  for  any  Deputy  so  declining,  or  unable  to  at- 
tend; Provided,  that  such  substitute  be  a  member  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered,  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
Article  be  adopted  ;  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  article,  be 
proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in,  by  a  majority  at  one  Conven- 
tion, and  concurred  in  by  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  Churches  present  at 
a  subsequent  Convention. 


CANONS. 


Canon  1. 

On  making  Collections  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund. 

Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  his  Diocese,  or  his  As- 
sistant, shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  preach  in  every  Church 
under  his  care,  a  sermon  on  the  nature  and  duties  of  the  Episcopal  of- 
fice ;  and  the  Vestry  of  each  Church  are  requested  to  make  a  collection 
annually,  in  aid  of  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund  ;  or,  in  lieu  of  such  col- 
lection, the  Minister  and  Vestry  of  such  Church  may  substitute  an  annu- 
al contribution.    Passed  1822.    Amended  1816. 

Canon  II. 

Providing  for  an  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church* 

Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  shall,  at  or 
before  the  meeting  of  every  annual  Conveniion,  deliver,  or  transmit  to 
the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, an  accurate  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  numbei  of  Baptisms,  Bu- 
rials, and  Marriages,  in  his  Parish,  or  Church,  during  the  year  ending  on 
the  first  of  January  preceding  ;  specifying  the  number  of  places  where, 
and  how  often  in  each,  Divine  Service  is  held  ;  the  number  of  Fami- 
lies, (discriminating  in  each  instance  the  number  of  Families  belonging 
likewise  to  other  Congregations,)  Communicants,  Adults,  and  Children 
under  fourteen  (14)  years,  attending,  or  belonging  to  the  same;  the 
number  catechised  by  him,  and  on  how  many  Sundays;  whether  there 
be  any  Sunday  School,  and,  if  any,  the  number  of  Children  and  Teach- 
ers, and  the  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  same  ;  and  generally,  all  such 
other  matters  as  may  tend  to  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  Church 
entered  on  the  Journals,  conformably  to  the  seventh  (7th)  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention  of  1835.    Passed  1825.    Amended  1841. 

Canon  III. 

Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1. — In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  before  an  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  per- 
sons, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese.  And  if  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  deem  the  offence  charged,  as  coming  within 
th6  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese, 
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or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  presented,  they 
shall  present  the  same  to  the  Bishop  in  the  following  form  : 

To  A.  B.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina,  respect- 
fully represent,  that  C,  D.  has  been  accused  under  the  hand  of  E.  F. 
and  G.  H.,  of  [here  recite  the  charge,  or  charges,]  and  the  Committee 
are  of  opinion,  that  there  is  sufficient  ground  for  presenting  the  said  C. 
D.  for  trial,  agreeably  to  the  Canon,  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

[Signed  by  the  Standing  Committee.] 

Section  2. — But  nothing,  herein  contained,  shall  be  regarded  as  in- 
terfering with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  institute  an  inquiry  on  his  own 
motion,  according  to  the  thirty-seventh  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

Section  3. — A  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed, 
from  among  those  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  other  than  the 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  designate  twelve  (12)  Presby- 
ters, and  cause  a  list  of  their  names,  and  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  to 
be  furnished  to  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  if  he  be 
not  found.  Within  thirty  (30 )  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  select 
five  (5 ;)  and  in  either  case,  the  selected  Presbyters  shall  constitute  a 
Council  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Section  4. — The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Bishop  may  appoint,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time 
to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  fail  to  meet 
on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from 
day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed  ;  and 
if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it  appears  probable  that  a  full 
attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may  be  present, 
being  not  less  than  three  (3,)  shall  proceed  to  trial.  The  Council  shall 
appoint  a  President  and  Secretary,  the  first  from  their  own  body,  and 
the  latter  from  their  own  body,  or  otherwise ;  and  before  proceeding  to 
trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  con- 
ducted. It  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to 
be  written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and,  along  with  the  depositions  and 
other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ;  and  shall 
cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer,  authorized 
by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Council  to  admin- 
ister an  oath,  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  trial  shall  be  in 
public,  if  desired  by  the  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the  accused. 

Section  5. — A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
abode,  (if  he  be  not  found,)  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  such  meet- 
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log  :  and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  by 
their  President,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that 
office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence  in  support  of  the  accusation, 
and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

Section  6. — If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may  proceed 
to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shewn,  may  adjourn  the  trial 
to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  refuse,  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Council  shall 
report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon 
him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry  ;  but  such  sentence  may 
be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months, 
shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  ap- 
pear, for  that  end,  before  the  Council ;  and  if  he  do  not  so  report  and 
appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in  the  presentment,  may  pass 
against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Section  7. — Upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  the 
accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material 
witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Clergyman,  or  Layman,  as  a 
Commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party 
applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  the  deposition.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to 
be  given,  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for 
taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be 
allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  examination  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  signed  by  the  witness  ;  and  the  deposition,  certified  by  the  Com- 
missioner, and  transmitted,  under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

Section  8. — When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  dis- 
tinctly stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty,  or  not  guilty ;  and 
if  guilty,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pro- 
nounced. They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evidence, 
and  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop;  whereupon,  the  Bishop 
shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused 
ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in  which 
case  a  new  Council  shall  be  convened,  before  which  the  proceedings 
shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 

Section  9. — If  at  any  time  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
charges,  the  Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certi- 
fied to  him  by  the  Council,)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence  ;  and  if,  when 
put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit, 
nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Section  10. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Con- 
vention, at  its  next  session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Presbyter,  or  Deacon,  as 
herein  provided,  the  rinding  of  the  Council  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 
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Canon  IV. 

Manner  of  proceeding  against  a  Bishop. 

If  a  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  voluntarily  commit  any  act,  or  acte 
violating  the  Constitution  or  Canons,  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the 
Convention,  to  two,  or  more  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States.  Such  Bishops  shall  have  authority  to  institute  a 
trial  within  the  Diocese  of  the  accused  party  ;  and  the  sentence  of  the 
two  Bishops,  or  of  a  majority  of  a  greater  number,  being  founded  on 
the  Canons  of  the  Church,  shall  be  final  ;  except  the  sentence  of  degra- 
dation ;  in  which  case  he  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  an  appeal  to 
the  house  of  Bishops,  provided,  he  gives  notice  of  such  appeal,  within 
six  months,  to  the  Presiding  Bishop. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  opening  of  the  Convention  shall  always  be  preceded  by  the 
Morning  Service  of  the  Church,  a  Sermon,  and  the  administration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  or  the 
Bishop  be  not  present,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. — 
The  business  of  every  succeeding  day  shall  be  introduced  with  the 
Morning  Service  and  a  Sermon  ;  and  the  business  of  every  day  shall  be 
closed  with  the  appropriate  Collects  pronounced  by  the  President. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  each  Annual  Convention,  when  the  President 
shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  shall  first  call  over,  in  alpha- 
betical order,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats.  He  shall  then 
call  over  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation  ;  when  the  Delegates 
shall  lay  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table.  These  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  a  Committee  of  thiee,  who  shall  forthwith  examine  them,  and 
report  to  the  Convention.  A  constitutional  quorum  having  been  found 
present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized. — 
Should  the  Committee  have  considered  any  testimonials  unsatisfactory, 
these  shall  now  be  taken  up, and  the  question  of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

III.  The  further  order  of  business  for  the  first  day  of  the  session  of 
the  Convention  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "  Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary, 

3.  The  consideration  of  the  application  of  Churches,  or  Parishes,  for 
admission  into  the  Convention. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day 
of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

5.  The  appointment  by  the  President,  of  three  Standing  Committees, 
viz  :  the  Committee  on  unfinished  business  one  (1)  Clergyman  and  two 
(2)  Laymen  ;  the  Committee  on  Finance,  three  (3)  Laymen. 

6.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church. 

7.  The  appointment  of  that  Committee. 

8.  The  choosing  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

9.  The  appointment  of  special  Committees. 
10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

IV.  The  daily  order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be,  on 
the  President's  taking  the  Chair. 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  ef  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  Calling  upon  each  delegation  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  re- 


spective  Churches,  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

4.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Treasurer  of  Bishop's  Permanent,  Common  and  Convention  Funds. 

Committee  on  unfinished  Business. 

Conventional  School  Committee. 

Trustees  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen. 

Committees  appointed  at  the  preceding  Convention. 

Special  Committees.  * 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

V.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order.' 

VII.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

VIII.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

IX.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention,  unless  he 
hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

X.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without  ad- 
vancing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  con- 
lining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

XI.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

XII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  the 
same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved 
and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XIV.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  member  re- 
quire it.  A  Minister,  or  Delegate,  may  not  second  a  motion  offered  by 
a  Minister,  or  Delegate,  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XVI.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  amend  ;  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion 
to  strike  out  the  word  "  Resolved,"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion 
to  amend ;  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  reso- 
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lution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved,  shall  be 
first  put. 

XVII.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  inde- 
finitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  in- 
terrupt a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

XIX.  When  any  report,  motion,  or  proposition  shall  be  offered,  be- 
fore any  debate  or  order  on  the  subject,  the  President  may,  at  his 
pleasure,  or  upon  the  demand  of  any  member,  he  shall  put  the  question. 
"  Will  the  Convention  now  receive  this  V*  Which  question  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  If  it  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  matter 
shall  stand  as  though  not  presented.  If  no  such  question  be  put,  the 
matter,  if  in  order,  shall  be  received  without  question. 

XX.  All  special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XXI.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XXII.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  or- 
der ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be 
determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of 
the  Convention. 

XXIII.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Chair ;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXIV.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Candidates  for  Orders,  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXV.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  (2-3rds)  of  the  members  present. 

XXVI.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Convention.

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  shall 
punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred (1500)  dollars,  annually,  in  quarterly  payments,  from  said  fund  ;  to 
enable  him  to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duties.

3.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain,  after  paying  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  the  Bishop,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.

4.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion, in  his  annual  Summons  to  the  different  Parishes,  or  Churches,  to 
state  the  quota  of  such  Parishes,  or  Churches,  to  the  Bishop's  Common 
Fund.  [Passed  1830, 
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Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  of  St.  Philip's,  and  St.  Michael's,  and  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Rudcliffeboro',  and  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charleston,  shall 
each  contribute  ten  (10)  dellars  annually,  and  each  Parish  or  Church  in 
the  country  five  (5)  dollars  annually,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  Ministers  of  the  several  Parishes,  or 
Churches,  with  blank  copies  of  the  usual  form  for  Reports  ;  and  that 
they  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  henceforth,  to  make  their  annual 
returns  conformably  to  the  same.

7.  Whereas,  according  to  the  consecration  service  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  "devout  and  holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Law  asun- 
"  der  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the  express  command  of  God,  or  by 
"  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  blessed  Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their 
"  own  reason  and  sense  of  the  natural  decency  of  things,  have  erected 
"  houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them  from  all 
"  unhallowed,  worldly,  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's  minds 
"  with  greater  reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty  and  affect  their  hearts 
"  with  more  devotion  and  humility  in  his  service;"  and,  whereas,  the  de- 
livering of  orations,  and  holding  elections,  on  secular  or  political  subjects 
and  occasions,  and  the  usual  worldly  accompaniments  and  circumstances, 
are  thought  inconsistent  with  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  this  declaration 
of  the  consecration  service,  and  have  been  found  to  give  pain  to  many 
members  of  our  Communion,  and  generally  to  be  of  injurious  tendency ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries 
of  all  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  interdict 
the  use  of  the  Churches  under  their  care,  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly, 
and  common  purposes.  [Passed  1828. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  custom  of  returning  thanks  for  Sermons  preach- 
ed before  this  body,  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary,  ana  shall  not,  in 
future,  be  observed.  [Passed  1829. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay,  annually,  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  quota  of  this 
Diocese,  towards  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General 
Convention.  [Passed  1832. 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Clergymen,  hav- 
ing a  Parochial  charge,  to  give  notice  to  their  respective  Congregations, 
on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  that 
divine  service  may  be  expected  every  day  during  the  sitting  of  the  Con- 
vention. [Passed  1838.  Amended. 
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11.  Resolved,  That  the  fund  to  be  raised  in  conformity  with  a  reso- 
lution for  adopting  measures  to  increase  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fundj 
shall  be  called  the  "  Convention's  Fund,  raised  for  the  increase  of  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  ;"  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  charge  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  and  Common  Funds ;  and  shall 
not  be  used,  either  principal  or  interest,  except  for  the  purpose  of  invest- 
ment until  the  income  shall  be  adequate,  together  with  the  income  of 
the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  inde- 
pendent of  a  Parochial  charge.

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  members 
of  our  Church,  who  are  proprietors  of  slaves,  individually  and  collective- 
ly, to  take  measures  for* the  support  of  Clerical  Missionaries  and  Lay 
Catechists,  who  are  members  of  our  Church,  for  the  religious  instruction 
of  their  slaves.  [Passed  1838. 

14.  Resolved,  That  it  be  urged  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the 
country  Parishes,  to  exert  themselves  to  obtain  the  services  of  such 
Clerical  Missionaries  and  Lay-Catechists.  [Passed  1838. 

15.  Resolved,  That  every  Missionary  and  Catechist  be  approved  of 
by  the  Bishop.  [Passed  1838. 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  be  required,  on  some  suitable  occasion 
previously  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  each  year,  to  call  the 
attention  of  their  respective  Congregations,  to  the  importance  of  the 
punctual  attendance  of  Delegates  at  such  Convention.     [Passed  1838. 

17.  Resolved,  That  no  person,  who  is  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention,  as  a  Lay  Delegate  from  any 
Parish  or  Church.  [Passed  1839. 

18.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully,  recommended  to  the  several 
Churches  in  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of  Delegates  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  conv 
municants  of  the  Church.  [Passed  1841. 

19.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  or  officiating  Minister,  or  in  case  of 
there  being  no  Minister,  the  Chairman  of  the  Vestry  in  the  different 
Parishes  be  requested,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  after  each  annual 
election  of  Vestry  and  Wardens  of  their  Chuich,  to  forward  a  list  of 
their  names  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  also  a  list 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  that  they  may  be  kept  on  file. 

[Passed  1842. 

20.  Resolved  unanimously,  That  whereas,  the  practice  of  both  public 
and  private  travelling  on  the  Lord's  Day*  is  deemed  to  be  a  prevalent  evil 
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of  the  times ;  and  whereas,  the  41st  Canon  of  our  Church,  "  Of  the  due 
celebration  of  Sundays,"  prescribes  that  "  All  persons  within  this 
Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly  called  Sun- 
day, in  hearing  the  word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and  public 
prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all 
godly  and  sober  conversation." 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  members  of  our  Church  in  this 
Diocese  be  solicited  to  the  above  Canon.  [Passed  1842.
